FUNERAL OF Dax. GOETCHIUS. 


Funeral at Rome Yesterday Was 
Very Impressive. 

Rome, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
The funeral of. the late Dr. George T. 
Goetchius was held Sunday morning at 
10:30 in the First Presbyterian church. 
The building was crowded to its capacity, 
and a large number were unable to gain 
admittance. Services in all the other 
churches were abandoned for,the occas- 
ion. The floral offerings were very numer- 
ous and extremely handsome. The ser- 
vice was conducted by the local pastors. 
The funeral oration was a tender and ex- 
quisite tribute to the life and character 
of the dead minister. The remains were 
interred in Myrtle Hill cemetery. 

Rev. George T. Goetchius was born in 
Columbus, Ga., December 16, 1845. He was 
the third son of R. K. and Mary Bennett 
Goetchius, of that city. At the age of 
sixteen he was placed at school in the 
Georgia Military academy at Marietta, 
and joined the confederate army a year 
or two later, when the students of the 
academy enlisted. He served without in- 
termission until the fall of confederacy. 

At the close of the civil war, or as soon 
thereafter as the schools were opened, he 
entered the University of Georgia and 
graduated in the class of 1868. He then 
took a full course at the Theological sem- 
inary at Columbia and began his work of 
the ministry in 1870. He first preached in 
the churches in and around Clarkesville, 
Ga., and in 1871 was called to the pasto- 
rate of the Presbyterian church at Al- 
bany, Ga. He subsequently was pastor 
at Milledgeville and in Augusta, Ga., hay- 
ing charge of the Second Presbyterian 
church in the last named city. In 1884 
the First Presbyterian church at Rome, 
Ga., called him to its pastorate, and till 
the date of his death he was the able and 
faithful pastonof that church, which was 
greatly devoted to him. He stood high 
in church circles. He was a commis- 
sioner for the general assembly of 1878 
at Knoxville, Tenn; was moderator of the 
synod of Georgia for 188 and was for 
years clerk of the synod of Georgia. He 
was moderator of the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church in 1897, when the 
church celebrated the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of, the» Westminster 
assembly. The meeting was held at Char- 
lotte, and the session of this assembly is 
the most historic in the life of the south- 
ern Presbyterian church. 

Dr. Goetchius was descended from a 
long line of ministers, his ancestors be- 
ing famous in the history of the Dutch 
Reform church in America. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mrs. Nellie Wingfield 
Goetchius, and a son, Mr, Julian Scudder 
Goetchius, and two ddughters—Marie and 
Lucy.

the raw materiat, due to shortage of the 
crop and light supplies the world over, 
every available loom and spindle in the 
country was busily engaged. ‘The Chi- 
nese difficulties brought this activity to 
a sudden halt, but not until the amount 
of cotton’ consumed had reached a figure 
in excess of any year on record. He 
puts the consumption of northern mills 
at 2,300,000 bales, which, together with 
that of the south, makes an aggregate 
for the entire country of 3,897,000 bales 
against 3,589,000 last year, an increase 
of 308,000. 

Mr. Hester further remarks that, taken 
as a whole, the year has been a prosper- 
ous one for both the manufacturer and 
grower df cotton. The large increase in 
manufactures is developing more strong- 
ly the necessity for an increased outlet 
in the way of exports, to which mill 
owners have recently been giving 
marked attention. He contends that the 
check caused by the troubles in the far 
east is an object lesson showing that we 
have reached a point where this country 
can not absorb the quantity of goods 
manufactured. The tendency, he, says, 
is strongly in the direction of domestic 
spinners working up the bulk of the.cot- 
ton grown in the United States into 
yarns and fabrics. That this is a revo- 
lution which has set in so strongly, and 
especially in the south, that it is certain 
in the long run to prove successful, 

In his special report on southern con- 
sumption, made up from actual returns 
of all the mills in the south, he says the 
facts in relation to consumption and 
increase of spindles during the year are 
phenomenal. Nearly every southern state 
has entered the field and in all except 
Kentucky and Missouri new millis* are 
being erected and numbers of others are 
projected with certainty of building in 
the near future. Year by year old and 
antiquated concerns have been disman- 
tled ‘or remodeled and the southern cot- 
ton factories of today are of the newest 
and latest improved machinery capable 
of performing the best and greatest 
amount of work at a minimum cost. How 
the industry has advanced he shows by 
yearly comparisons from 1890-91, showing 
an increase from 336 mills in that year 
to 663 on September 1, 1900, a gain of 327 
mills.

Mr. Hester makes 
the total visible and invisible supply of 
American cotton in the world on Sep- 
tember 1, 1900, 1,118,000, against 2,396,000 
last ylear, a decrease of 1,778,000, and the

English cousins. Once these little brown 
men of the Land of tne Rising Sun suc- 
ceed in their firm intention to learn to 
shoot as well as the Americans do, they 
will be an infinite force in international 
warfare. One experience in war with the 
Japanese would teach any European pow- 
er to leave them alone in the future. 

The sam sihu shop is where the sol- 
diers of the nations meet. Sam sihu is a 
fiery native beverage. There are many 
shops here in the walled city for the re- 
tailing of it. In some cases there is real- 
ly no shop at all where the beverage is 
sold. Instead a dozen or more soldiers 
line up in a narrow alley and take the 
tiny porcelain bowls of liquor that are 
handed out to them through a window. 
The French and Japanese drink but little 
of the stuff. while, on the other hand, 
the American and English soldiers punish 
considerable quantities of sam sihu. The 
Russian, if he has the money, consumes 
more of the sam siht than an American 
and an Englishman together. But the 
Russian is seldom seen drinking with the 
men of other nations. The Muscovite 
endures social isolation here and seems 
not to dislike it. If a few Russians en- 
ter a sam sihu shop they frown at the 
men of other nations who seem bent on 
entering. 

One of the slightly wounded men 
who walks in and out of the sam 
shops and seems as: jolly as any 
wears a bandage over his head. He says 
there is a bit of his skull missing, but 
such a trifling thing as that bothers him 
not in the least. He was one of the six 
Americans behind a small: field piece in 
the big fight of the 15th. One of the 
heaviest Chinese shells struck the ground 
fairly in front of the gun, 

‘It felt like an earthquake, a cyclone 
and a volcano altogether,” he explained. 
“There were six of us. I felt something 
like a sledge hammer hit me twice in 
the head and fell against one wheel of 
the gun. Say, I was scared to look 
around, for I thought I was the lucky one 
in the crowd and expected to see the 
other fellows dead. The racket and the 
jar made it feel as if the world was 
coming to an end. Before the racket had 
hardly stopped one of the fellows asked 
me where I was hit. Then I looked 
around and saw them all smiling. A piece 
of shell or stone chipped away a bit of 
bone from the top of-the head. Funniest 
part of it was that there was a plaster 
of soft mud right over the wound. That 
must have been thrown up a second af 
ter the thing that hurt me.’’

with a cabinet officer at its head. Such a 
bureau would keep the executive in con- 
stant touch with the wage earners of the 
country, and open the way to the redress 
of their present and future grievances. 
If labor is given a place in the president's 
official household, the man selected will 
necessarily be a worthy and trusted rep- 
resentative of the people for whom he 
speaks, and his presence at cabinet meet- 
ings will give to those who toil for their 
daily bread assurance that their interests 
will be properly guarded. 

‘“‘Mr. Gompers, the chief executive of 
Federation of Labor, tn his corre- 
spondence with the secretary of the treas- 
ury, so ably presented the laboring men's 


currency that it is not 
to discuss those questions at 
this time. 

‘The laboring man has abundant rea- 
son to fear the trusts. Mr. Charles R. 
Flint, in a speech delivered in Boston 


trusts, frankly asserts that one of the ad- 
vantages of these combinations is that, 
in case of local strikes or fires the work 
goes on elsewhere, thus preventing seri- 
ous loss. Is it possible that any wage 
earner can fail to see how completely tha 
trusts place the employee at the mercy 
of the employer? 

“The resolutions adopted by varioud 
labor organizations in condemnation of 
militarism and imperialism justify me in 
making a brief reference to those ques- 
tions. No class contributes more than 
the laboring class, in proportion to Its 
numbers, to the rank and file of the ar- 
my; no class contributes more in propor- 
tion to its numbers to the expense of the 
army, and no class is more menaced by 
the existence of a large army. Most of 
the countries in Europe which maintain 
large military establishments collect an 
income tax which adjusts the burden of 
the government to the income of the citl- 
Here our federal taxes are larvely 
collected ypon consumption, and while 
they are income taxes In the sense that 
they must be paid out of the incomes of 
the people, yet the exactions are propor- 
tionate to the income. The taxes upon 
consumption bear heaviest upon the poor, 
and lightest upon the rich, and are, in 
fact, graded income taxes. The per cent 
collected decreases as the. income in- 
creases. 

“If this nation adheres to the doctrine 
that governments derive their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed, 
and the people have an easy and ready 
means of correcting all abuse, the rovern- 
ment will not need to bé supported by a 
large, permanent army, for every citizen 
will be ready to defend such a government 
from attack. The only domestic use for 
a large, standing army is to suppress, by 
force, that discontent which should be 
cured by legislation. 

‘To support-a permanent army of 100,900 
men, requires approximately one-half as 


much money as is annually expended for | 


education in. the United States. How 
much cheaper it is to uplift people by the 
gentle and peaceful process of intellect- 
ual development than to blow them up 
with powder and dynamite! 

‘Imperialism involves a.departure from 
principles which were universally accept- 
ed in this countny until within two years 
ago. To know that all men are created 
equal one needs not the wisdom of a 
sage or the learning of the schools, 


Even | 
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was declared to be a self-evident truth; 
it was evident to those who pledged their 
lives to the maintenanée of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and it is evident 
still to those who are not blinded by the 
glamor of wealth and the glittering prom- 
ises Of a colonial system. If all men are 
created equal and endowed with inaliena- 
ble rights, it follows as a logical and a 
necessary sequence that governments 
were instituted for the welfare of all 
and derive their just. powers from the 
consent of the governed. On the preser- 
vation of this doctrine our hepes depend; 
if it is abandoned there is no foundation 
upon which a government like ours can 
be constructed. Do not allow yourselves 
to be deceived by those who question the 
capacity of this people or that people for 
self government. Macaulay, in his essay 
on John Milton, points out the folly of 
attempting to prepare people for self gov- 
ernment by*denying them the right to 
participate in their own government. He 
said: 

‘Many politicians of our time are in 
the habit of laying it down as a self- 
evident proposition that no people ought 
to be free until they are fit to use their 
freedom. The maxim is worthy of the 
fool in the old story who resolved not 
to go into the water until he had learn- 
ed to swim. If men are to wait for lib- 
erty until they become wise and good in 
slavery, they may, indeed, wait forever.’ 

“When I say that those who distrust 
the capacity of the people for self gov- 
ernment tend directly toward monarchy, 
lam only repeating what Lincoln delib- 
erately declared in his first annual mes- 
sage. He said: 

“Monarchy itself is sometimes hinted 
at as a possible refuge from the power 
of the people. In my present position I 
could scarcely be justified were I to omit 
raising a warning voice against the ap- 
proach of returning despotism. It is not 
needed nor fitting here that a general 
argument should be made in favor of pop- 
ular institutions, but there is one point, 
with its connections not go hackneyed as 
most others, to which I ask brief atten- 
tion. It is the effort to place capital on 
an equal footing with, if not above, labor 
in the structure of government. No men 
living are more worthy to be trusted than 
those who toil up from poverty; none less 
inclined to take or touch aught which 
they have not honestly earned. Let them 
beware of surrendering a political power 
Which they already possess and which, 
if surrendered, wil] surely be used to close 
the door of advancement against such as 
they and to fix new disabilities and bur- 
dena upon them till all of liberty shali be 

“The warning is even more needed now 
than it was forty years ago. The Army 
and Navy Journal is already justifying 
the colonial idea and declaring that fate 
has decreed for us a destiny in which an 
imperial executive free from the restraints 
ofa written constitution, will govern sub- 
jects according to his own pleasure. The 
United Stateg Investors’ Review, publish- 
ed at Boston. in its issue of July 2,.says: 

. Only a blind person can fail to see 
that transformations of one kind or an- 
other are in store for our race; hence the 
folly of asserting that the policy of this 
country, which is destined to play such a 
leading part in human affairs of the fu- 
ture. shall be governed for the most part 
by political maxims uttered more than 
a hundred years ago. .The greatest evil 
which now confronts this republic igs the 
clamor raised ‘by a certain faction for a 
settlement of our problems of state by 
just such a method as we have been 
deprecating. Considerably more than a 
century ago & certain notable declaration 
oy made jn this country to the effect 

lat all men Ought to be free and in@e- 
pendent. This is merely a generalization 
of the French school of Voltaire and the 
encyclopaedists. It is a dictum absolutely 
lacking foundation in history and incapa- 
ble of Syllogistic justification. It was 
however, a handy phrase for us to employ 
when asserting our right to break away 
from the mother country; it suited the 
exigencies of our Situation in 1776 admira- 
bly. though in itself but a bit of sub- 
limated demagogism, The declaration 
was a serviceable means to the end that 
was at that time desired. Oo bring f rr 
ward this declarat; mare 190 
; 4eciaration in this year, 1900 
n connection with our treatment of the 
Filipinos and the Cubans is as gross an 
absurdity as ever was practiced. To do 
so is to offer an insult to the intelligence 
of the people who first Subscribed to th 
erates in question.’ .

In the presence of these 
perils the laboring man has a responsi- 
bility commensurate with his opportunity. 
Without a large percentage of the lahore 
ing vote no party can win an election in 
the United States. The men who work 
for wages can, by throwing their votes 
on the one side or the other determine 
the policy of this country. ‘They need 
not march in parades: they need not 
adorn themselves with the insignia of any 
party, but on election day their silent bal- 
lots can shape the destiny of this nation 
and either brine the government back to 
its ancient landmark or turn it Into the 
pathway followed by empires of the old 


| world.” 
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tricts the surroundings are such that @ man 
can usvally work out his own fate by himself 
to the best advantage. In our cities, or where 
men congregate in masses, it is often neces- 
sary to work in combination, that is, through 
associations; and here it is that we see the 
great good conferred by. labor organizations, 
by trade-unions. Of covrse, 1® managed un- 
wisely, tha very power of such a‘union or or- 
ganization makes it copable of doing much 
herm: but on the whole it would hard to 
overestimate the good there organizations have 
done in the past, and still harder to estimate 
the good they con do in the future if handled 
«with resolution, forethought, honesty and san- 
ity. 
It is rot possible to lay down a hard and 
fast rule, logically perfect, as to when the 
state shall. and wher. the individual shall be 
left unhampered and unhelped. 

We have exactly the same right to regulate 
the conditions of life and work in factories and 
tenement houses that we have to regulate fire 
escupes and the like in other houses. In cer- 
tain communities the existance of 4 thoroughly 
efficient. department of. factory inspection is 
just as ersential as the establishment of a fire 
department. How far we shall go in regulat- 
ing the hours of labor, or the Iabilities of 
employers ‘'s a matter of expediency, and 
each case must be determined on its own mer- 
its, exactly as it is a matter of expediency to 
determine what so-called ‘‘public utilities’’ the 
ecrrmunity shall itself own, and what ones it 
shall leave to private or corporate ownership, 
securing to Heelf .nersly the right to regulate; 
' one course is expedient, sometimes 


be 


sometimes 
the other. 
In my own state during the last half dozen 

vears wa have made a number of notable 
etrides in Jabor kegislation, and, with very 
few exeeptions, the laws have worked well. 
This is, of course, partly because we have 
rot tried to do too mvch and have proceeded 
cautiously, feeling our way, and, while always 
advancing, yet taking each step in advance 
onlv when we were satisfied that the step al- 
r ady taken was in the right direction. To 
invite reaction by unregulated zeal is never 
wise. and is sometimes fatal. In New York 
our action has been along two lines. In the 
first place we determined that as an employer 
of labor the stats shovile set a good example 
to other employers. We do not Intend to per- 
mit the perxple’s money to be squandered or to 
tolerate any work that is not of the best. But 
wa think that while rigidly insisting upon good 
work we should see that there is fair play 
in return: Accordingly, we have adopted an 
eight hour law for the state employees and for 
al! contractors who do state work, and we 
have also adopted a law requiring that the 
fair market rate of wages shall be given. I 
am glad to say thit both measures have s0 
far en the whole worked well. Of course, 
there have been individual d'fficulties, mostly 
where tha work is: intermittent, as, for: in- 
starce, among lock tenders on the canals, 
where it is very difficult to define what eight 
hours work means. But on the whole the re- 
eclt has been good. The practical experiment 
of working men for eight hours has been ad- 
vartaveous to tho state. Poor work is always 
whether poorly raid or not, and good 
work is always well worth having; and as a 
mere question of expediency, aside even from 
the question of humanity, we find that we 
can chtain the beat wirk by paying fair wages 
ermitting the work to go on only for-a 

able time.

of our labor legislation has 


been that affecting the wage workers who do 


not work for the state. Here we have acted 
in three different ways: through the bureau 
of labor statistics, through the board of medi. 
etion and arbitration and through the depart- 
ment of factory inspection. 

Durine the last two years the board of medl- 
ation and arbitration has been especially suc- 
eressful. Not only have they succeeded in set- 
tline many strikes after they were started, 
but they have succeeded in preventing a much 
larger number of strikes before they got fairly 
under way. Where possible, it is always bet- 


ter to meditate before the strike begins than 
try to arbitrate when the fight is on and both 
sides have grown stubbern and bitter. 

The bureau of labor statistics has done more 
than merely gather tbe statistics, for by kecp- 
ing in close touch with all the leading labor 
interests it has kept them Informed on count- 
less matters that were really of vital concern 
to them. Incidentally, one pleasing feature 
of the work of this buretu has been the steady 
upward tendency shown during the last four 
years both in the amount of wages receive 
and in the yuantity and steadiness of empioy- 
ment. No other man has benefited so much as 
the wageworker by the growth in prosperity 
during thesa years. 


BECKHAM OPENS CAMPAIGN.” 


Democratic Governor of Kentucky 
Speaks at Henderson. 
Frankfort, Ky., September 3.—The cam- 
paign in Kentucky was opened by both 
parties in nearly every county of the 
State today. The principal meetings were 
at Bowling Green and Henderson. At 
the former place Hon. John W. Yerkes, 
the repubMcan candidate for governor, 
was the leading speaker. At the latter 
place, Governor J. W. C. Beckham, the 
democratic candidate for governor, and 
ex-Governor James B. McCreary, spoke, 
At Bowling Green the democrats also 
had a meeting, addressed by R. F. Peake, 

of Shelbyville. 

Henderson was the banner demo- 
cratic district for Governor Goebel last 
November and a rousing reception was 
given Governor Beckham, Ex-Congress- 
man McCreary, chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee, also was well re. 
ceived. 

Governor Beckham in his speech said 
that it was important that Bryan should 


) be elected president in order that the 


republic may be brought back to its old 
mooring, and it was “absolutely essene 
tial to the honor and welfare of Ken- 
tucky that its state government should 
not be turned back into the hands of 
that party which has dene more to black- 
en the fair name of our proud state and 
to bring into disrepute its noble citizen- 
ship than any thing else that has ever 
happened to it in a century’s honorable 
existence as a sovereign commonwealth 
in the federal union. 

One of the largest crowds ever in 
Bowling Green to attend a political meet- 
ing was - present when Mr. Yerkes spoke 
in Fountain park. In the course of his 
speech he said: 

“No man who would announce in ad- 
vance that he would pardon or that he 
would refuse to pardon any one who is 
under indictment or sentence for the 
commission of a crime ought to receive 
your votes.

DEBATING RUSSIA’S PROPOSAL.

Geimany Has Not Answered the 
Questions of the Czar. 


Berlin, September 3.—Negotiations cone 
tinue between the powers respecting the 
proposition of Russia. It appears that 
the portion of the proposal which con- 
templates the removal of the legations to 
Tien Tsin does not meet with opposition: 
but the proposal that the troops should 
vacate Pekin will not be acted upon un- 
til after thorough examination of the case 
by other powers with a especial view to tha 
question of military advisability. Ger- 
many’s programme is to await the action 
of the other powers, Von Buelow, tha 
German foreign minister, has made a com- 
munication to this effect to the Russtan 
ambasador, Count yon der Osten- 
Sacken. 

A high official of the German foreign 
Office said today, in, defining Germany's 
position: 

Germany has not answered Russia for- 
mally, although she has informed her 
confidentially as to the views of the Ger- 
man government. Certainly we do not 
object to the removal of the legations tem- 
porarily to Tien Tsin, as this would:-enable 
the members to recuperate from their 
recent hardships. So far as the answer 
of the United States to Russia is con- 
cerned, we now see it,to be in substan- 
tial agreement with Germany's position.”

FIGHT IN NEW YORK 


Negroes and Whites Wage War on 
West Forty-Eighth Street 


POLICEMEN ARE KEPT BUSY 


Colored Men and Women Manifest a 
Desire to Wipe Out the Whites 
and Riots Result at Three 
Points in the 
City. 


New York, September 3.—An apple core 
thfiwn by a colored boy which struck 
Willlam Kohles, a white man, caused a 
small] riot between whites and blacks in 
West Forty-elghth street this afternoon 
which was quickly quelled by a force of 
patrolmen, 

Kohles is a vender, This afternoon he 
was driving through Forty-eighth street 
when he passed a crowd of small colored 
boys and was struck in the back of the 
neck with tha core of an apple. The man 
was stabbed in the neck a week pre- 
vious by a colored man, the wound re- 
quiring several stitches. ‘The vender be- 
came very ‘angry at the boy and after 
catching him slapped his face. A colored 
man finally struck Kohles in the face, 
knocking him down. The exchange of 
blows attracted men and threats were 
made against the colored population. It 
is alleged Kohles drew a revolver and 
threatened to shoot the first man in sight. 
The colored boy entered the residence of 


“Charles Brooks, colored. This httracted 


the mob to the building. Brooks, who had 
been ill with typhoid fever, was taken 
to the police station despite the pleadings 
of his wife. who explained that he had 
been ill and that a relapse might follow. 
He was afterwards released. In thé 
méantime William H. Petillo, colored, 
and his daughter Ruth, seven years old, 
were passing through  Forty-seventh 
stret when a crowd of white men started 
after them. The little girl ran away and 
escaped. Her father and two other ne- 
groes ran into the saloon of Lee Springle, 
nearby. The crowd started to follow the 
colored men when Springle drew his re- 
volver and threatened to kill the first 
white man who entered. He stood in the 
doorway and defied the crowd. A police- 
man finally dispersed the crowd. 

About the game hour that this occurred 
a colored woman, armed with a hatpin 
and a razor, nearly caused another race 
riot on Ninth avenue. She was taken in 
charge by a policeman and followed to 
the West Thirty-seventh street station by 
a crowd of 300 men and boys, who want- 
ed to lynch her. A man who said he was 
Michael Grannin. was standing at Thir- 
ty-ninth street and Ninth avenue when 
the woman approached him, They passed 
a few words and the woman attempted 
to stab Grannin with a hat pin. Grannfin 
succeeded in dodging. Then the woman 
drew a razor and attempted to slash 
Grannin. Finally a policeman caught the 
woman and secured possession of the 
razer. Before he reached the station 
house the crowd had increased and there 
were cries of “fyneh her.”’ A half dozen

Foster Made a Hit. 

Frank Foster, editor of The RBeston 
Liberator, who was orator of the day, 
made a fine impression with his capital 
address. He handled his subject in a 
manner which elicited frequent ap- 
plause, and showed conclusively that he 
was thoroughly conversant with the 
things of which he spoke. 

Following is. in part, the address de- 
livered yesterday afternoon at the Grant 
park Labor Day exercises by Frank K. 
Foster, of Boston, Mass., orator of the 
day: 

Speaking of 
speaker said: 

In néarly all of our great industrial com- 
monwealths the first Monday in September is, 
by lega' enactment, designated as Labor day. 
This holiday although less than a score of 
years have gone cince its first establish- 
ment, is now generally observed throughout 
the length and breadth of the land. Upon this 
day not only does the organized wage earner 
marshal 
tiors, but the wheels of industry are. stopped, 
the operations of finance suspended, the mer- 
chant closes his store, the manufacturer his 
factory and the entire community makes hol- 
iday with the artisan. 

Labor day marks the relative advance of the 
laborer in the social order. Through long and 
weary centuries he has borne his burden with 
such fortitude as he could assume. Jt has.been 
a tedious road from the brickyards of Pharoah 
to the independent trade unionist of 1900. 
Through ages of helotism and serfdom, of 
mute protest and despairing revolt, the hope 
of « fairer life has hung before the laborer, 
even as the pillars of cloud and fire beckoned 
the Hosts of Israel to the Promised Land.

The laborer of today has 

moral right to openly voice his discontent with 
ill. No longer. Itke ciurth, born thrall 
Saxon Cedric, does he wear the brass 
master. No longer may he be 
speared for his owner's amusement, as were 
the Spartan helots. No longer may he be 
made to beat the ponds lest the frogs disturb 
the slumber of, the as in the days of 
Levis NIV.

He has achieved personal freedom, freedom 
to think, to believe, to organize for his pro- 
tection and advarcement. In this country, at 
least, he has education within his grasp, and 
the right to participate in the governing of the 
Jand. 

And yet with all of this measure of advance- 
ment it is doubtful if the workers of the world 
were ever so universally discontented as they 
This statement is by no means the 
yaradox it seems. A righteous discontent Is 
the dynamic force which makes for social 
progress. The greatest of Hving philosophers, 
Herhert Spencer, demonstrates the truth of the 
proposition that as civilization advances the 
discontent of the masses increases. Discon- 
tent with unjust laws, with onerous industrial 
conditions, is the very sign-manual of a pro- 
gressive people. 

The spirit of discontent represented by Labor 
dey enlightened spirit. It las a.con- 
crete objective voint. There have not been 
these lacking in all who have keenly 
felt the injustice of the misery of the poor. 
From the time of John Ball, the mad priest of 
Kent, to that of the men who were foully im- 
prisoned in the buil pens of Idaho, there have 
always been brave souls who have spoken 
burning words and dared to do their utmost 
eguinst social wrong.

The trade union movement has won its right 
to recognition as an established part of the 
social order. It has had its times of storm 
and stress, its Peterloo massacre, its Coeur 
d'Alene and Homestead, its attempted repres- 
sion by conspiracy laws, legal injunction and 
armed force. 

Like causes prodice Ike effects. The Amer- 
ican capitalist has as equal tender regard for 
altituCinous dividends as his British proto- 
tyre. True, at the outset, the American work- 
man was more happily sitaated than his Br't- 
ish brother. The undeveloped re- 
sources of a great continent called his 
labor. Vast empires of fertile land stretched 
toward the setting sun, offering an outlet for 
surrlus energy, furnishing a rival bidder 
aga:nst the thraldom of “he factory. 

But even with these advantages 
of the factcry system have grown 
When a generation ago the Granite mills were 
turned, the ashes contained the bones of Iit- 
tle children of eight years of age. Colonel 
Wright, of the bureau of labor 
estimated that three-fourths of the 
factory fam'lies of Massachusetts depended 
in part upon the labor of children under 
fourteen years of age. 

Again the trade union came to the rescue. 
In 1874. despite the Cassandra prophecies of 
men like Edward Atkinson, it obtained the en- 
actment of a ten-hour law, the begining of a 
long series of labor legislation, which em- 
braces: 

The creation of a bureau of labor statistics. 

A weekly payment law. 

An employers’ Habliity act. 

Efficient inspection and sanitation. 

A fifty-eight-hour law for manufacturing and 
“Mercantiie establishments. 

The raising of the school age to fourteen. 

he furnishing of free text books and many 
cther minor amellorative measures. 

The same general line of progress has been 
achieved in other industrial states where the 
union has obtained strength and in- 
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for 


the evils 
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fluence. 
But Labor day stands for more than the 


mere demand for the physical advancement of 
the laborer. The trade union claims the ful- 
fillment of that second guarantee of Jefferson's 
declaration: for the tberty of the citizen. Un- 
der this head it seeks: 

Freedom to org nize. 

Freedom to educate. 

Freedom from arbitrary judicial interfererce. 

Prior to 1826, under the English law, it was 
a ‘‘conspiracy’’ for three or more craftsmen 
to. organize in ‘‘restraint of trade.’” That law 
and has never since obtained in 
countries, although various 
attempts have been made to establish an 
American precedent. In most of the states 
the trade union may row be incorporated. 

But if labor. has been granted the legal right 
to organize there have not been wantjng 
mary unwise employers who have denied its 
eccnomic right so to do The “ir meclad'’’ 
which makes non-membership in a trade union 
a condition of employment is the favorite in- 
strument of the would-be czars of ‘ndustry. 

The wise andi fa'r-minded employer arro- 
gates to hims If no such prerogative. He 
recognizes that when he buys a day’s labor 
from a man he does not buy the man himself. 
He recognizes, further, that organization and 
cecmbination is the most marked tendency of 
our industrial development, among iabor buy- 
ers as well as among labor sellers. 

The third and final grand significance of 
Labor day is that it stands for for a declara- 
tion of the wage-carner’s right to the pursuit 
of happiness. 

The declaration is not alone ‘he ‘‘glittering 
ger erality’’ which rome of our latter-day pub- 
licists assume it to be, but it embraces the 
very basic principle which has brought the 
labor organization into being and comprises 
its ethical justification. 

It is not enough that industrial conditions 
shall be such as to permit the wage-earner to 
reach man’s allotted span of years, for long 
life may be so embittered as to be a burden 
rether than a blessing. 

I* is not enough to have Hberty to go and 
come, for liberty to starve ‘s not freedom— 
nor hapiness. 

Happiness, in its accurate definition, con- 
sists in the exarcise of one’s faculties. The 
h'gher the faculties, the greater the happi- 
rces. 

The American wage-earner, as a class, has 
hed his faculties more highly developed than 
the wage-earner of any other age or land. He 
has been endowed w’th ‘‘sovereign’’ citizen- 
ship. He is the child of the public school and 
the town meeting, of the free press and the 
free platform. .He can never again be com- 
preseed into the narrow role of the mute and 
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passive hewer of wood and drawer of water. 
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things are necessary for his happiness 
his prototype in past centuries had no 
He lays claim to the gains and 
honors of adv.aacing civilization, to the fruits

Atkinson’s Proclamation. 

There is before me a remarkable docrment, 
the Labor day proclamation of Governor 
W. Atkinson, of West Virginia, which 
ends with twenty-two citations from Hodly 
Writ, pertinent to the observance of the day 
and’ commendatory of the part played by the 
worker. Some of these citations will bear 
comment 

For instance, from Genesis we read: ‘In the 
sweat of thy brow shalt thou eat bread.’’ 

The trade union would add, ‘‘And not from 
the sweat of the other fellow’s face.’’ 

From Proverbs: ‘‘In all labor there is profit.’’ 
trade union says, ‘‘Sometimes too much 
profit for all except the laborer.’’ 

From Ephesians: ‘‘Let him that stole steal 
no more, but rather let him labor, working 
with hands.’ 

Respectfully referred to Messrs. 
Gates, Rockefeller, Hanna et al. 

From Timothy: ‘‘The husbandman that la- 
boreth, must be first partaker of the fruit.’’ 

The modern interpretation is that the hus- 
bardn an can do his partaking after the bank- 
ers, railroads, trusts and combines have had 
their innings. 

But this is good doctrine that Governor At- 
kinson has found in the inspired word, and 
when we are through converting the Tagalogs 
and boxera, let us trust that our home mis- 
sicnsry societies may call the attention of the 
great American absorbers to truths therein 
contained. 

But let me return to my topic by the road oP 
ar other scriptural quotation: ‘‘Man cannot live 
by bread alone.’”’ 

Pesides and beyonl the demand for the ma- 
terial advancements which have been briefly 
outlired, the trade union would lay hold for 
the wage-carner of the things which make life 
in the highest and broad»st sense, worth liv- 
ing.

Never im the history of southern organ- 
ized labor has such general and enthusias- 


| tic interest been manifested in Labor Day; 


never in the history of Atlanta has a 
larger or more representative gathering 
of animated spectators thronged the 
streets to witness a parade, and never has 
a parade, in point of size and beauty of 
spectacular effect. been more worthy of 
the interest dt attracted than the magnif- 
icent pageant that moved through the 
Streets of Atlanta yesterday, causing, as 
it slowly wended its way through the 
city’s thoroughfares, the most spontane- 
ous enthusiasm. 

In every sense of the word, Labor Day 
was the most glittering of successes. 
Judged from every possible point of view, 
the day far surpassed any previous effort 
of loca] tradees unions. The brilliancy of 
the occasion will long live in the minds of 
those who witnessed the demonstration, 
and the day will pass tnto history as an 
era-making day in Atlanta’s industrial 
circles. 

To the great majority interest centered 
on the parade, which, it had been an- 
nounced, would eclipse in size and beauty 
anything ever attempted in the south. 
From an early hour in the morning the 
streets were thronged with hundreds and 
thousands of eager spectators, many of 
whom had come from a distance to wit- 
ness the demonstration. By 9 o’clock in 
the morning. the business part of the city 
was packed and jammed with a swaying, 
surging mass of humanity, eager to ‘se- 
cure a coign of vantage from which to 
view the parade. Crowds lined the side- 
walks from the curb to the business 
houses so that walking was an utter im- 
possibility. Many stood in the streeta, 
while the windows of every office build- 
ing and store along the line of march 
were filled with men and women and chil- 
dren.

Bright colors were seen 
on all sides, and massed, as they were, tn 
solid clumps of humanity, the spectators 
formed a sight almost as interesting as 
the parace itself. 

The crowd was confined to no particu- 
lar section of the city, but extended from 
Washington street, at the capitol, where 
the parade formed, to the extreme limits 
of the line of march, at Ponce de Leon 
circle. The densest throngs were to be 
seen af the corners of Whitehall and Al- 
abama streets, and Marietta and Broad 
streets. At these two points the com- 
bined efforts of dozens of policemen were 
required to keep the surging, jostling 
mob from over-running the streets and 
seriously checking the progress of the pa- 
rade. 

A conservative estimate of the crow€é 
that witnessed the parade from various 
points in the city would reach fully 50,009. 
Seldom before in the history of the city 
has a larger gathering thronged the 
streets. 

If the crowd was large, it was also em- 
inently good-natured. Everyone seemed 
in the very best of humor, and the day 
passed off without a serious hitch of any 


kind. 

And it was a most appreciative and en- 
thusiastic crowd. As the blare of brass 
in the bands announced the approach of 
some particularly attractive display, or 
as the carriage containing some conspic- 
uous labor leader would pass, the air was 
rent with cheers that were taken up down 
the line with renewed force. Out Peach- 
tree street, in the fashionable part of the 
city, the enthusiasm was fully as great as 
in the crowded shopping districts. The 
lawns and porches of many residences 
were crowded with ladies, who were 
quick to respond with applause. 

Of the actual feature of the parade 
itself it would be a difficult matter to sin- 
gie out and say which attracted the most 
attention. Each union made an excellent 
showing, and ali came in for a liberal 
share of applause.

Not many days ago The Constitution

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Bryan’s Running Mate in 1896 Is in 
a Critical Condition. 

Bath, Me., September 3.—Arthur Sewall, 
democratic candidate for vice president 
in 1896, fs in a critical condition at his 
summer home at Small Point, sixteen 
miles from this city.

It is on this ground 
that Smith’s sons endeavor to palm the 
revelation on to Brigham and deny that 
their father ever intended to have polyga- 
my become a church institution.

These Mormon elders stroll- 
ing through the country would seduce the 
married as well as the unmarried women 
as quickly as they ever would have done 
In Utah when polvgamy was in full blast 
there. And these people who are succor- 
ing and giving food and shelter to them 
as hugging a viper to their bosoms that 
will finally stick his fangs into their vi- 
tals and rob their homes and their lives 
of all that makes home and life happy.

HILL PLAYS TO LABORING MEN. 


Ex-Senator Declares for a New Cab- 
inet Member. 


Saratoga. N. Y., Septembér 3.—Lieuten- 
ant Governor Timothy L. Woodruff and 
ex-Senator David B. Hill delivered ad- 
dresses this afternoon before the Sarato- 
ga County Patrons of Industry at Kaya- 
deross Park. Several thousand persons 
were present. Mr. Hill said that his se- 
lection as one of the speakers he as- 
sumed was due largely to the fact that 
he had a large share in the passage of 
the bill creating the first Monday in Sep- 
tember Labor Day. He then commended 
the proposition to have a secretary of 
labor in the national cabinet, adding: 

“A secretary of labor's affairs in the 
cabinet of an American president would 
indeed be an innovation. J believe that 
there is no precedent for the creation of 
such a department in any government of 
Hurope, but the United States can well 
afford +o establish its own precedent. The 
proposed experiment fs worth trying; it 
may be productive of much good. Mr. 
Hill next attacked the intermixture of 
business with politics, whereby political 
influence is sold for money and official 
actions are controlled by business consid- 
erations. Working men, he said, and oth- 
ers should take an active interest in poli- 
tics.

It your duty to bring all offenders to 
trial. Punishment for crimes must be made 
certain, people will take chances and 
commit crimes. You, of course, have nothing 
to do with the trial of cases, It is the duty 
of the solicitor to bring all persons to trial 
and the traverse jury to pass upon their guilt. 
It is your duty, however, to present or indict 
for trial everg offender who comes to your 
knowledge. 

‘‘Most of the offenses against the laws of 
this state gre well known, and it is not neces- 
rary for me to speak of them in detail. There 
are several crimes, however, which the law 
recuires me to call your attention to specifi- 
cally. 

Ore of these is the law against gaming or 
gambling. This law refers as much to what 
is known as a ‘“‘gxentlemanly’’ game as any 
cther, Its intent is that there be no gaming, 
end if there is that it be broken up. 

Another is the carrying of concealed weap- 
ons. This is a common and dangerous prac- 
tice, and in the interest of the peace and 
safety of the community must be broken up. 

Gentiemen, there is another matter which 
has been openly discussed and published in the 
newspapers which demands your attention. It 
is the practice said to exist among a certain 
crowd of giving worthless or ‘‘straw’’ bonds 
in criminal cases and the offender leaving the 
town before-the trial, It is sald that perjury, 
forgery or any other means is adopted to ee- 
cure the acceptance of these worthless bonds. 
I do not mean to reflect on any officer of this 
county, but tnis must be investigated, the 
guilty ones punished, and the practive if it ex- 
ists broken up.

London from China, 


SALARIES STOPPED IN CHINA 


English Press Is Still Showing De- 
cided Opposition to Rusbto- 
. American Plan of Evac- 
uating the City of 
Pekin. ~- 


London, September 4.—4:10 a. m.—Tne 
latest reliable Pekin, date is now nearly a 
fortnight old. An andated dispatch Las 
been received at Vienna reporting ihac 
the allied troops marched through the 
imperial palace August 28th, butit was 
known that this date had been fixed by 
the allied commanders’ for a formal prom- 
enade. There is no other news of any 
kind. The Hong Kong correspondent of 
The Daily Mail says that the Canter 
officials have been ordered to transmit all 
possible revenue to the uorth for war ex- 
penses, and that all pay of officials, from 
the viceroy downward, has been stopped 
during hostilities. The vienna correspon- 
dent of The Standard telegraphs tnat he 
learns from a good scurce that the Ger- 
mans, Austrians and Italians will remain 
in Pekin after the Russians withdraw. 

Shanghai and Hong Kong dispatches ex- 
press the utmost astonishment at the idea 
of evacuating Pekin. 

The Daily News suggests editorially that 
Russia may have made secret terms with 
China behind the backs or the powers. 

The Standard expresses gratification at 
the explanation that the United States 
government does not approve of Russia’s 
proceedings. 

The Daily Express publishes an in‘ter- 
view with a New York Chinaman, Liv 
Chuah, new staying in wondon, who 24- 
mits Ld Hung Chang’s ‘“‘duplicity and root- 
ed antayonism to western ideas,” but 
thinks that the allies have no choice but 
to negotiate with him, or to retire from 
China altogether. 

M. Deblowitz, the Paris correspondent 
of The Times, asserts that the origin ot 
Russia’s decision to evacuate Pekin was 
Ler desire to frustrate the scheines of 
Emperor William and to correct the im- 
pression produced by the kaiser’s speech 
attributing to Emperor Nicholas the in- 
itlative in the appointment of Field Mar- 
shal Count. von Waldersee to the com- 
mand of the international troops. 

‘Russia also aesired,’’ says M. 
witz, ‘‘to save France from the hard 
necessity of placing her troops undaer 
Count von Waldersee. The United States 
was also much dissatistied with the pros- 
pect of their troops acting under German 
orders. 

“If you compare the Russian evacuation 
proposal with the American plan fur be- 
rinning negotiations befcre Count von 
Waldersee’s arrival, and if you add to this 
the prompt adherence of France, address- 
ed to the United States, you ha’e the 
complete key to the  Russo-American 
mystery.”

DAY GENERALLY OBSERVED. 


Labor Organizations Held Full Sway 
in South and West. 

Washington, September 3.—Dispatches 
from all parts of the country show that 
there was a general observance of Labor 
Day. The especially noteworthy feature 
was the general celebration of the day 
@n the south, where hitherto it has not 
been observed to any considerable extent. 
In New York and Washington, while 
the day was observed strictly as a hol- 
iday, and public and private business 
generally was suspended, there were no 
parades, 

In St. Louis more than 25,000 men of 
all trades marched in a mofster parade. 

In Pittsburg the day was more gen- 
erally observed than for years. In the 
morning there was a large parade, and 
in the afternoon there were speech- 
making and athletic sports and fire- 
works at Schenley park. All the mills 
and factories were closed and business 
suspended throughout the city. Louis- 
ville also had a more general observance 
than in recent years. 

In Cleveland rain seriously interfpred 
with the celebration, though 8,000 men, 
representing over ninety unions, paraded, 
notwithstanding a steady down-pour. 
President Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, addressed some thou- 
sands of working men at Scenic park. 

In Cincinnati and Milwaukee over 10,000 
men paraded, the latter city having two 
processions, the Federated Trades Coun- 
cil and the Building Trades Council hold- 
ing separate celebrations. 

At Scranton, Pa., every line of business 
closed and 18,000 men were in line, most 
of them members of the United Mine 
Workers of America. : 

At Boston, owing to a disagreement be- 
tween Mayor Hart and the Boston Cen- 
tral Labor Union, hardly haif of the 
trades unions paraded. 

In Kansas City the politicians made it 
a field day, and Joseph Florey and A. M.

10 OPEN MONDAY 


Number of Permits Issued the Largest 
on Record. 


ACCOMMODATIONS FOR ALL 


6 
Teachers Are Hard at Work Prepar- 
ing for Opening. 


NORMAL SCHOOL DOING GOOD WORK 


Interesting Lectures Delivered by 
Competent Instructors Are Heard 
Daily by Local Teachers. 


10th, at 8:30 o'clock, Atlanta will throw 
open the doors of her public schools to 
the largest number of childgen éver reg- 
istered for admittance in the history of 
the city. 

Already 2,500 tickets of admission have 
been issued to children who were not in 
school last year, and by next Monday 
the number will amount to at least 3,000, 
Among this number are many newcomers 
to the city, who will enter intermediate 
grades in the schools, not to speak of 
the large number of local children who 
are just entering school. 

In the meantime, the teachers are busy 
attending the normal school, held every 
morning in the rooms at the Boys’ High 
school, preparing themselves for their 
dutles during the coming term. 
ures are given by competent instructors, 
outlining the best methods to be adopted 
in the training of the young mind 

These lectures are free to all who care 
to attend them. Almost all the teachers 
in the city visit the school daily, and 
many outsiders; in fact, teachers from 
every state In the south attend the lect- 
ures and express themselves as greatly 
benefited, ' , 

The normal school in under the direc- 
tion of Superintendent W. F. Slaton, who 
takes a great deal of interest in it, and 
encourages the instructors in the city 
and surrounding towns to attend. 

There will be no normal school next 
Friday, for.on that day all local teach- 
ers will répair to their respective schools 
for the purpose of examining children 
who werd not promoted last term, and 
for the purpose of examining those chil- 
dren who’required tickets for admittance 
this term, 

This plan of examining the new schol- 
ars and those not promoted a day ahead 
of the regular opening day is a new de- 
parture, Heretofore all scholars have re- 
ported for admittance on the same day 
and the examination of those who were 
not promoted and of the new applicants 
created some confusion, 

The regularly promoted scholars are 
not required to attend school on Friday 
next. In fact, the teachers very much 
hope they will not.” Their places are as- 
sured and nothing will be done as to ar- 
ranging for a@mittance and grading ex- 
cept the examinations. 

Children will be recelved 
schools in the following order; 

First, all those who were in school 
during the last term and were regularly 
promoted. Second, children who were 
transferred by removing school districts 
or for moving from one residence to an- 
other. Third, those who have required 
tickets will be received according to the 
number and date of tickets, if they apply 
for admission Monday. 

No seats will be reserved for any one 
under any circumstances. If children 
hold tickets and do not come'to claim 
their places, the seats will be surrendered 
to the applicants holding the next number, 
unless the pupl!l is sick. In that case the 
teacher of the grade must be notified. 

The board of education has made elab- 
orate preparations to acommodate all ap- 
plicants and hopes to be ablp to do so. 

Six grades have been added to the Bell 
street grammar school, two to the Wil- 
liams street grammar school, one to the 
Boys’ High school, and four to the Hous- 
ton street negro school. 

The Boys’ High school.wtll be well 
filled, but itis not thought the attendance 
will be overflowing. The rooms are 
large and it is thought will afford ample 
accommodations to all applicants.

At the normal school yesterday morn- 
ing those fortunate enough to be present 
heard an exceptionally fine lecture, de- 
livered by Dr. Charles D. McIver, presi- 
dent’ of the North Carolina State Nor- 
mal school, at Greenesboro, on “The 
Presidents of the United States and Their 
Party.’’’ 

Dr. MelIver discussed in a short, com- 
prehensive address the politics of this 
country from the time of the adoption of 
the constitution to the present day. He 
spoke of the changes in party politics and 


their close resemblance to each other. 

His was one of the finest lectures that 
has been heard at the school. 

P. P. Claxton, professor of pedagogy 
in the North Carolina Normal school, ad- 
dressed the teachers on the best methods 
to be employed in the study and teach- 
ing of geography. His lecture was of 
great value to those present and they 
gathered from it many new ideas. 

In all there are six lecturers who ad- 
drees the teachers. The teachers are in 
separate rooms and the lecturers alter- 
nate, going from one room to another as 
fast as they finish a lecture. 

All are wtlcome to attend these lect- 
ures, whether they are interested in 
teaching or not. Superintendent Slaton 
promises to make room for all who care 
to attend. They will be continued

Cc, H. Wilmot, a well known business 
man of New York, passed through the 
city yesterday on his way to New Or- 
leans. In speaking of the greater city to 
a representative of The Constitution, he 
said that at the time of the great fire 
in which three of the North German 
Lloyd liners were destroyed and over WO 
lives were lost he, with-a number of 
friends. was on an adjoining dock to those 
used by the North German Lloyd Com- 
pany, and that he had just come off the 
Kaiser Wilhelm derGrosse after inspec- 
ing that vessel. 

“T do not believe,” sald he, ‘‘that the 
full horror of that catastrophe can ever 
be realized by a person not an eyewitness 
to it. I bad just left the William der 
Grosse—it was inspection day at the dock 
and thousands of people were going over 
the big vessels of the company—and was 
off only about five minutes before the 
alarm of fire was given. Even away by 
several hundred feet from the flame I 
came near losing my life in the rush of 
people to get away. 

“The horror of the thing did not come 
in the destruction of the property or in 
the loss of the lives of those who jump- 
ed overboard; {t was in the piteous faces 
of those men and women at the portholes 
of the Saale and Main. In nearly every 
porthole we could see a face, and of all 
the intense human expressions they were 
exhibited on those eountenances as the 
victims realized that they could not es- 
cape and that death was certain. There 
they were peering out at the bright after- 
noon sky, with a hell of fire back of 
them and nothing but a delusion in front 
of them. I was told, although I never 
saw a case of the kfnd, that several men 
who were witnesses to this awful scene 
fainted where they stood. 

‘‘In point of spectacular effect, it was 
the greatest fire New York ever had, and 
in point of horror and the misery of the 
thing, it stands without an equal any- 
where.”

.“Gentlemen of the council, what is the 
pleasure of council?’ asked Mayor Pro 
Tem. Mayson. 

Councilman Harwell asked that the 
resignation be read again. This was done. 

“Now, Il move that the promise be read 
again,”’ said Councilman Barrett. 

Clerk Greene began the reading, but 
commenced with the beginning of the 
apology. 

“Itis not necessary to read it all,’ said 
Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson. ‘‘The promise is 
what Js desired.”’ 

The clerk looked at the paper for a few 
minutes, evidently being unable io find 
the promise in it. 


“Let me have it,” said the mayor Pro | 


tem., and he took the paper from Clerk 
Greene, reading the promise himself. 

When the promise had been read, (the 
members of council. noticed at once that 
the resignation was conditional upon the 
'promise cortained in the apology. ‘The 
promise of the mayor was that he would 
indulge in no more dissipation. 


Was Not Binding Enough. 


“I think it ought to be stated in that 
resignation,’’ said Councilman Barrett, 
“that it is to be accepted when it comes 
to the knowledge of any member of this 
body that the mayor has taken one 
drink.’’ 

“Some one may tell you that I ave 
taken a drink when I have not,” said the 
mayor. He had risen from his seat on the 
platform, and advanced toward Council- 
man Barrett with his hands extended.

well received. In substance, his remarks 


was as follows: 
“None comes into the world with a saddle 
on his back, neither any booted and spurred to 


ride him.’’ 

Thus spoke Richard Rumbold a Iittle more 
than two hunired years ego in old Edinburgh, 
just before being murdered by a tyrannical 
king. 

The words of the gallant old Cromwellian re- 
publican rang around the world, and, nearly 
one hundred years later were the shibboleth 
of American patriots in their successful strug- 
gie for liberty against the minions of that 
empurpled knave, Gecrge the Third, 

Rembold’s dying testament was written: in 
the declaration of independence, though the 
werds are changed somewhat, wherein it Is 
truthfully declared that ‘‘all men are created 
equal,’’ and these golden words fitly voice 
the spirit of every ‘over of liberty. 

This full. free, God-given right to equality 
and libertye-the right of being untrammelled 
or oppressed by special privileges to a favored 
few, and the right to just legislation in the 
erjeyment of life ani liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness is all that the sturdy and henest 
Anerican workingman asks. 

Give him an open field and a fair fight in 
the battle of life and he, with his own arms, 
will work out his destiny. 

And speaking for the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, under whose auspices this gala day is 
so eegnificently celetraced, that is all that 
organized labor desires or strives for. This 
is true of organized labor everywhere. ‘The 
nan who, by wise and just concert of action 
with his fellows, seeks to better his condition 
—to put more meat into his family larder, 
more*clothes on the backs of his .wife :.nd 
ch‘icren, who end?2avors to procure the means 
to educate them better anl lift them out of 
the pitiless slough of bitter poverty into the 
ligh: of culture and of soul expansion—is a 
patriot and a good citizen, and deserves well 
of bis country. Let me remark in this con- 
rection, my friends, that ours is the freest and 
best country on the face of the earth. The 
corttitution of the United States, the supreme 
law of the land, is the grandgst document ever 
written by man. It is trve that the Iscariots 
o* our civilization are defiling it; it is mani- 
fest that pow¢rful corporations openly stab the 
l'berties of those who worship at its shrine; 
that unholy trusts end combinations Hike the 
anctent Greek god, Cromus, devour their own 
children, the -small shopkeepers and commer- 
cial travelers, and rivet new fetters upon toil- 
ing artisans, and now it is time for the peo- 
ple to rise in their might and scourge these 
mcckers of the liberties of the people, as did 
the indignant Christ wren he drceve the money 
changers and thieves from the Jewish temple; 
still, it is equally true that the fault Hes, 
not with the constitution, but with those who 
are empowered to carry out its provisions, and 
who grossly betray their sacred trusts. The 
remedy lies not in seeking to write new consti- 
tuticns gor systems of government, but for the 
people, from whom this glorious document 
Sirtung, to see that its provisions are faith- 
fully carried out—that its words of living light 
shall be indollibly written in the national life. 
All American eitizens are, and should be, 
lovers of their country. No man can measure 
up to the full standard of citizenship unless 
he be a patriot. 

And to you, my frierds, the rank and file 
of organized labcr, is given the grandest cp- 
portunity for good the world has ever known. 
The foundation stcne of your beloved organi- 
zation Is ‘‘fraternity.’” To you the doctrine 
of the brotherhood of man Is a living principle, 
not a dead aphorism, or the catch-word of de- 
signing demagogues. 

You are the hope of the nation. 

From your ranks must ultimately come the 
saviors of the constitution. 

No country cao be truly rreat which js not 
governed by the will and mandate of the vast 
majority of the whole people. 

The people canot be truely bound by mercly 
political ties. Something broader and deeper 
is needed. : 

Organized labor meets that supreme neces- 
sity. ey 
While the basic principle of trade-unionism 
is fraternity, yet practical, powerful, mutual 
protective tie@ bind you together. 

At this very hour, that magnificent tribune 
of the people, William Jennings Bryan, is or- 
garized labor’s guest at Chicago: scores of the 
great orators of both political parties are to- 
day telling you how much they love you in the 
ereeregate, and yet who are indifferent in their 
treatment of you as individuals. The demo- 
cratic platform, for the first time in the his- 
tory of either of the great political parties, 
ccntains a eplendid laber plank, and a recent 
article in your paper, The Journal of Labor, by 
your own redoubtable Jerome Jones, expressing 
aprreciation of <uch tardy recognition of the 
rights of labor, has been made a campaign doc- 
ument by the national democratic executive com- 
mittee, and huadrels of thousands will be dis- 
tributed broadcast throughout the land. 

To hasten that glorious day when the voice 
of the people shall truly be as the voice of 
God, I would have you educate as well as 
agitate. See that the common schools are 
breught to the highest degree of efficiency. 
See that your children, at whatever privation 
to yourselves, fill these schools. Already moro 
money is expended annually in this country 
for the maintenance of its public schools than 
is expended by Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many upon their combined magnificent navies. 
While you and I may not live to see this 
country thus rejuvenated, redeemed and re- 
generated along the lires I have mentioned, 
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yet our chitdren will enjoy those blessings, 
for 1 truly believe that within tho first half 
of the twentieth century this governmert will 
become in truth ‘“‘a government of the people, 
by the people, for the peole,’’ or as was better 
said by a distinguished crator ten years before 
L’neoln’s Gettysburg speech, ‘‘a government 
of all the pec ple, by all the people, for all the 
reole,”” and which ‘‘slall not perish from the 


earth, 
Colonel Cabaniss Talks. 
H. H. Cabaniss, of the Business Men’s 
League, was next introduced by the mas- 


ter of ceremonies. 

The address of Mr, Cabaniss In part 
was as follows: 

One of our statesmen when asked what was 
his religious creed, replied: ‘I telieve in God 
and the American people.” I ¢@o not think 
that this expression was altogether orthodox, 
nor would {it please the fastidious tn theology. 
but it does represent a belief that is free from 
the taint of sectionalism or class prejudice. 
I would not deify the American citizen, nor 
would I claim that he is worthy of any form 
of worship, but I do sey that he represents 
today the best quality of the human race. 
He is not as the untamed savage that knows 
nothing of law or government nor does he be- 
long to that nation which recognizes one man 
fis better than another, but as we contemplate 
him we ean ray “‘there he stands in all the 
grandeur of free citizenship, ard whether he 
plows the prairies of the west, or cultivates 
the cottor flelds of the south or with tron 
muscle forges metal into shape, he sees no 
insurmountable obstacle between himself and 
the accomplishment of a laudable ambition; he 
bends the knee only to his God.’’ 

I have the greatest love*and respect for the 
common people. I claim to be one of them. 
From them come the herces of ihe world, 
wise statesmen, skilled generals and great 
masters of the seas. Of them, all that Is 
worth praising in America springs. Despising 
the caste and class of so-called superiority, 
each and every cne whose name is honored 
in our history, carved his own way to honor 
and renown. 

Ry common people, I do not mean an un- 
mixed, unclassified mass of men, but that 
large class that is self-reliant, self-dependent, 
asking no favors but personal liberty and the 
right to work in their own chosen way and 
to enjoy the fruits of their labor. 

This day represents the union labor and the 
freedom of labor, and your old organizations 
are praiseworthy; first, because such organi- 
zations are of ancient origin. For centuries 
past law makers in parliament and upon the 
throne have recognized that the labor“people, 
thore who toil with their hands, the farmer, 
the artisan and the mechanic, deserve special 
recognition and they have been the objects 
of special legislation. 

We must recognize as true today what the 
wisdom of the centuries has proven; second, 
your orgunizations are worthy and needed, be- 
eause capital ts at all times organized an‘ it 
is not doing anything that is revolutionary to 
meet organization with organization. 

If capital andi organization stand as the two 
great forces of the world (and they are) and 
one is organized for its interest, the other 
should be organized for its protection. In the 
third place, the organizations are proper ones 
because they promote fraternity. 

Your great aim is one deserving of all; en- 
deavor to do some good to one’s fellowmen, to 
lift him up to a higher plain of thovght, feel- 
ing and action. The ,social order is not an 
ideal one. Poverty, suffering and distress are 
always to be met. They can be successfully 
cvercome by a thorough organization and only 
by an organization for the purpose of promot- 
ing harmony and cultivating a spirit of fra- 
ternity. 

When Mr. Cabaniss resumed his seat 


there were loud cries for Senator Clay, 
who smilingly assented to the vociferous 
‘invitation, and°made a few appropriate re- 
marks.- He was frequently interrupted by 


applause. 

Senator Clay said he was prouder of 
Georgia tiooday than ever before in his 
life. In her working men and women 
assembled in the capital city to celebrate 
their own especial holiday, he said he 
saw embodied those high principles of 
just government and human liberty that 
the fathers had made the foundation of 
the republic. The talks of the repre- 
sentatives of organized labor he had just 
listened to had inspired him as never be- 
fore with the righteousness of the cause 
the’ day stood for, he declared, and ex- 
claimed enthusiastically: ‘‘Governor Can- 
dler has told you that so long as he is 
in the statehouse labor will have one 
door on which it can knock with the as- 
surance that it will be opened by a 
friendly hand, and I want to say the 
same for the capitol of the United States, 
so long as I have the honor to représent 
the great commonwealth of Georgia in 
one of its legislative chambers.”’ 

Senator Clay warmly indorses the prin- 
ciple of:trade unionism and said the 
working men who-had adopted it for 
their protection and irmprovement were 
both right and logical. “If you didn’t 
organize,’’ he asked, “what, would be- 
come of your wife, your children and 
your future?’ 

For several minutes Senator Clay paid 
a glowing tribute to Atlanta’s material 
progress and enterprise. He entered into 
statistics to some extent and showed 
that no city in the soutk, and few cities 
in the United States, coutd make a show- 
ing that equaled Atlanta’s of the past 
decade. He attributed much of the Gate 
City’s prosperity and upbuilding to la- 
bor, and particularly organized labor. 
After speaking in a similar style of the 
state at large, he excused himself, saying 
he had to catch a train at 6 o'clock. 
Hearty applause greeted Senator Clay at 
the close of his spirited remarks. 

Martin Warmly Greeted. 

Senator Clay hastily excused himse'‘f, 
announcing that he wished to catch a 
certain train, and then there were cries 
for “Martin.’’ E, W.:Martin, who, some 
ten years ago, while a representative in 
the Georgia legislature, fathered the bill 
which makes Labor day a holiday in this 
state, complied with the invitation, and 
made an eloquent and forceful talk of a 
few minutes. 

Mr. Martin gave a sketch of recent at- 
tempted labor reforms in the state legis- 
lature, and said he had the honor of intro- 
ducing the Labor Day bill in that body. 
He spoke in warm terms of the law-abid- 
ing and conservative disposition of the 
union workmen of Atlanta, and declared 
they have never yet asked for a thing they 
were not entitled to. 

“You will generally find,’’ said he, ‘fhat 
the people who cry out against organized 
labor are those who are most thoroughly 
organized themselves. The fair and the 
just man ha§ no grievance against the un- 
ion that is true to its principles.” 

When the formal exercises were brought 
to a close, a large number returned to 
the city on the crowded cars, while thou- 
sands remained until the cool of the 
evening before seeking their homes. It 
was a great day for the youths and their 
best girls. Numberless couples, complete. 
ly absorbed in their own lovemaxing, 
strolled along the shady paths or else sat 
about on the comfortable benches that 


were everywhere. 


At Columbus, Ga. 


Columbus, Ga., September 3.—(Special.) 
Labor Day was generally celebrated in 
Columbus today. Every industrial plant 
and nearly all the stores closed, and it 
was a general holiday with the working 
people. wh 

The day’s exercises began with a pa- 
rade of organized labor in the morning. 
The procession was headed by a detach. 
ment of police, followed by the Columbus 
military band. Next followed the mayor 
and members of council, lotal labor offi- 
cialis and a delegation from the Commer- 
cial Club, in carriages. Most of the 
unions were well represented in the pa- 
rade. There were nearly 400 people in 
line. By actual count there were 355 per- 
sons walking. Each union was headed by 
an appropriate banner.
